TTnearthed in rock shelters in Missouri 
and Arkansas by the expedition ol the 
Museum of the American Indian sonre 
of the objects are unique, and others 
are of a type not known hitherto to 
have been used by the early 
inhabi 


tants of this section ol the country. 


The articles offer the scientist allur- 


ing clues which may require months to 
follow to any solution. But even the 
unscientific observer can see in them 
the beginning of an absorbing story 
Mr. Heye selects as one ol the most 
Important subject lor study a complete 
hoe, with a wooden handle and the 
shell of a large fresh water clam for a 
blade. No such implement has been 
discovered before. 


Almost equally interesting are two 


complete hatchets and a 
"throwing 


stick." The collection also includes 
large assortment of fine woven bags 
and baskets, a well-preserved buckskin 
legging and moccasin, two mummified 
babies, and 
a large assortment of 


other things, the use of which has yet 
to be determined. 


These articles are of especial sig- 


nificance, because they are the first ol 
a perishable nature found so far to the 
east of the "United States, with the ex- 
ception of those discovered in the 
Salts Cave in Kentucky. 
Hitherto 


quickly decaying objects as texr 


tiles, basketry and woodwork have not 
been found out of. the arid region, lor 
the reason that in the rainy parts ol 
the country they could not withstand 
weather candltions. 


Most of -the discoveries were made.in 
the "White Kiver valley ot Arkansas 
and Missouri. Three years ago M. 
Harrington, who heads the present ex- 
pedition, was collecting ethnological 
specimens in this section, when his at 
tention was attracted by native citi- 
zens to objects found locally, which 
seemed to be ol Indian remains. 
' "The keynote of this discovery .".ex- 
plained George H. Pepper of the mu- 
seum, "is that -fact

VICEROY WARNS INDIA 


AGAINST DISORDERS 


Calcutta, April 4.—England will use 


all her resources to' oppose possible 
disorder in India, Lord Reading, the 
Viceroy, told his audience during an 
address delivered here recently before 
The Associated Chambers 
of Com- 


merce of India. He was referring speci 
flcally to the resolutions adopted by the 
Indian^S'ational Congress at Gaya, one 
of which was to the effect that the 
•boj'cott of the 
legislative 
councils 


should be continued. The viceroy held 
that these resolutions did not voice the 
real sentiment of India, and said that 
the government was prepared to put 
down any disorder which might arise. 


"Those who have India's interests at 


heart." he 
continued, 
"cannot but 


deeply deplore the unfortunate resolu- 
tions recorded at Gaya. I .shall not 
dwell on them fo'rl'db hot believe that 
In these resolutions I hea-r-even a faint 
echo of the real voice of India or of 
those who serve her truly. I -will not 
attach too_ great Importance to these 
threats. A-vigilant -watch will, how- 
ever, be kept on. these preparations, 
and I can give you my assurance that 
my government will use all Us re- 
sources to combat and quell the forces 
of disorder should they become mani- 
fest. I know, that, if there should be 
need, I car. look with confidence to 
the support of all responsible opinion 
in this task."

At this rate, it seems certain 
that the proposed Nicaragua Canal will be needed before many- 
years, and also, wonderful to say, that it may be built from 
the profits of the present canal. 


Nobody cares how many canals are built, as long as they pay 


for themselves and each other. And the,more there are, all 
busily working, throughout continental. United States as well 
as down on the Isthmus, the better it will be for American 
agriculture, industry and trade. 


The railroads, too, as Secretary Weeks points out, are being 


offered the heaviest traffic in their history, and are having dif- 
ficulty in handling it. This means a profit for them and a bet- 


". ter future than they have been anticipating. 


The motor car industry, everybody knows, is booming. 
Altogether, transportation in this country is in a very thriv- 


ing condition, and that spells prosperity. 


Reaction From the Ruhr. 


"If hell pops in the Ruhr this spring," remarks a California 


magazine, "watch the reaction on your business next sum- 
mer." 


The warning is a timely one, in view of the present boom. 


There is no question about the soundness of business in this 
country, as far as purely domestic conditions are concerned. 
The most uncertain factor is the foreign situation, and the big- 
gest cloud on the horizon is hovering over the Ruhr. 


If fighting should break out again in Europe, it might un- 


settle everything. If the economic deadlock between France 
and Germany continues, it will mean a deteriorating European 
market for American goods instead 'of an improving market, 
and increasing difficulty in the payment of foreign debts. 


It follows that anything which can be done appropriately by 


the United States government or by American business lead- 
ers to help Europe solve its most pressing problems is likely to 
help this country by insuring a continuance of good times. 


The Aerial Survey. 


When it became necessary for an Ohio park board to survey 


a certain river valley, aerial photography was used. Just as 
fliers made maps of the war zone, the work in this instance 
was accomplished by means of hundreds of perfectly matched 
photographs taken from an airplane. The finished map was 
found to be more than 99 per cent accurate. Considerable 
time and about $20,000 in money were saved by this method 
and the result was pronounced better than it could have been 
under the old ground survey system. 


The aerial survey for peace purposes is not new. Since the 


war there have been numerous instances of such work in oil 
fields and in large timber tracks. There will be more of it as 
time goes on and the actual saving of expense and labor are 
found to be wholly compatible with accuracy.

"Besides this," he added, "I am en- 


trusted with the task o£ liquidating all 
former banking establisbments.Among- 
the banks v/hich are to be liquidated 
are the local state bank, all point stock 
banks and societies for mutual credit. 
The latter, if found necessary, -will be 
allowed to continue their work, but 
only after their reconstruction on So- 
viet principles. Another thing which it 
is necessary to do is to clear up the 
character of the work done by 
the 


foreign banks established here and to 
define their position. For this purpose 
I am going to summon a meeting of 
all government, commercial and^pri- 
vate trade organizations in order to 
work out a plan under which the work 
of these banks here may be desir- 
able. 


"The most important task at pres- 


ent is the floating of an internal gold 
loan. The first bread loan surpassed 
our most optimistic expectations and 
will be renoated in the course of this 
year. We are also floating a lottery 
loan in gold which we think will be 
very profitable. 


"No new taxes will be introduced 


and no special changes will be made 
in the tax system. Our main object -is 
to get arrears of taxation and in gath- 
ering these we shall always keep in 
view that we are dealing with wealthy 
people. 


"All private banks will be liquidated 


and the question of foreign banks will 
be settled by Moscow and I shall mean 
•while only watch over their opera- 
tions.

PRAGUE POLICE

SAVE DIPLOMAT 


(By Associated Press) 


Prague.—During the joyous days of 


the recent carnival in Prague' there 
was performed, quite unknown to the 
revellers, a clever piece of detective • 
work on the part of the local police 
which resulted in the restoring to ..a 
distracted diplomat of certain papers 
which to him were of the greatest im- 
portance. 
The police worked quietly 


and with a keen insight into the night 
life of the city, and such was_their sue-, 
cess that before the night .was over the 
city jail had two new tenants and a 
young man was speeding out of Prague 
to" the' foreign office of his govern- 
ment, expressing heartfelt thanks, to 
the local inspector of police who, in 
this narrative, can be referred to only 
as Mr. D——. 


Mr. D—, s«ated one afternoon in his 


office behind a pile of papers, was in- 
terrupted suddenly by a young diplo- 
mat representing one of 
the 
great 


powers of Europe- who declared 
his 


business to be most, urgent. He 
re- 


lated that a wallet containing doc.U; 
ments of great value had been 'stolen. 
He had left it for a few moments on 
.his "writing table to go to

room in the legation, and when he re- 
turned, it was gone:.

London, March 31—What Professor 


A. M. Lowe thinks is going to happen 
100 years hence is wonderful enough 
but what Sir William Bull thinks had 
ought to happen—such as the Inven- 
tion of squeakless top stairs for mod- 
ern knights errant—would almost put 
the finishing touch on the world. 


Among the 
things that 
mankind 


still needs to obtain for real content- 
ment, said Sir William, who intro- 
duced Professor Low at the annual 
dinner of the Institute of Patents is 
the invention of a patent letter box 
which automatically ejecst all Dutch 
' bulb growing circulars, a collar but- 


ton that won't roll-under the bureau, 
a cat proof garden wall, flannel that 
won't shrink and perhaps best of all 
a temperance drink that will not jail 
on the palate. 


Prof. Lowe, however, took the scien- 


tist's view. "A glimpse into the fu- 
ture." he said "should make us very 
humble-find remind us that the scien- 
tists of the future will look upon UH 
with pity and contempt." As to wire- 
less, he said that thc world was only 
on its fringe, adding-: "In a century's 
time we should certainly be .able to 
have broadcast to us events as they 
occur and ycry probably the pictures 
tf those events as well.

Low declared that each was a new 
weapon for "further discoveries.
